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Editorial 





FOR THE ONE-MAN OUTFIT. 


There are many firms in the nurs’ 
ery and landscape field which are 
dependent for their day-to-day opera 
tions upon the effort and direction of 
one man. This number includes more 
than those beginning enterprises that 
consist of one man and a helper or 
two. Not a few such firms have a 
dozen or more employees in a season 
and may have a shop or salesyard in 


addition to doing planting on cus: 
tomers’ grounds. 
Observation of these enterprises 


reveals the startling variation in the 
eficiency of management. Usually 
the proprietor is the first to recognize 
his inadequacy and confesses that he 
is kept so busy with one thing and 
another that he is unable to find time 
to do things which are required for 
progress in organization. 

Usually this man started business 
on a shoestring, and the good will of 
his customers was so important to his 
staying in business that he gave them 
every attention, no matter how small 
the transaction involved. So he still 
answers their questions, sometimes 
hunts information for them gratis, 
waits on them in the nursery and 
responds to their request to supervise 
the planting himself. Obviously, he 
is kept so busy between the demands 
of the minute from his customers, on 
the one hand, and by the queries of 
his employees for direction, on the 
other, that he cannot find the time 
to set up a system which will allow 
him to advance his business by organ- 
ization. 

Perhaps the most common solution 
is to obtain an intelligent foreman to 
supervise as much of the work by 
employees as possible. If the receiv- 
ing of stock, its care,-transportation 
and planting can’ be made the re- 
sponsibility of an assistant, the’ boss 
can continue to give the attention to 
customers that he finds so desirable. 
When the size of the staff permits, 
someone should be trained to take as 
many telephone calls as possible, han 
dle routine office details and other- 
wise free the time of the -proprietor 
for things that can be done by no 
one but him. 

The larger the organization, the 
more supervision must be left to oth- 
ers, though there are some sizable 
organizations in the field in which the 
founder ,and awner thinks he . must

supervise every last detail. Of course, 
such a person is hindering his own 
enterprise, for his illness or old age 
will bring a definite loss in income 
and perhaps more. 





WHAT ARE YOU 
ADVERTISING? 


If a given community were served 
hy only one nurseryman, his advertis- 
ing in the local newspaper, “Plant 
your garden now,” or “Time to plant 
trees and shrubs,” would be effective 
copy. But few such communities 
exist, and probably advertising is of 
less consequence there 

In a locality where several nursery- 
men or landscane firms are competing 
for the public’s patronage, the in- 
dividual retail firm must give closer 
attention to his advertising. If the 
Jones Nursery is paying the bill for 
space in the local newspaper, why 
should he advertise “Plant your gar- 
den now” to remind the public to 
drop in at some other nursery? For 
this tvne of copy he should get the 
other firms to join him in a commu- 
nity advertisement 

If the Jones Nursery pays the bill 
for a newspaper advertisement, the 
copy should be directed to boosting 
the Jones Nursery, and not the nurs- 
eries of the town in general. 

To individualize copy is not easy. 
But think over the service or the 
merchandise that you offer, in com- 
parison with your competitors, and 
determine what you can offer the 
public that cannot be obtained else- 
where or, at least, that is better than 
procurable elsewhere in the trading 
area 

In this process do not be misled by 
wishful thinking. You may desire to 
lead your competitors in some man- 
ner, but actually you may be only 
abreast of them. But there is likely 
to’ be some phase of operation in 
which your business is different from 
the others. Perhaps you have a better 
selection of evergreens or, it may be. 
herbaceous perennials. You may have 
a planting or design service, or a 
maintenance service, spraying equip 
ment or what not, or something else 
on which you can plan your copy, in 
order to get the public interested in 
your firm in preference to -competi- 
tors 

Too much retail advertising is 
stereotyped and hackneyed. It brings 
inadequate returns tc the advertiser 
because his copy directs the public to 
his competitors as well as-to” himself 


Study your own situation, or get the 
help of an advertising man. If you 
can make your advertising dollars 
work for you exclusively, the effort 
or the expense will be well repaid 


DESIGNED LETTERHEADS. 


Suggestions on this page some 
months ago in regard to the design 
of business letterheads have been 
adopted successfully by some readers, 
who have sent specimens as evidence 
Beginning nurserymen need printed 
business stationery, not only to indi 
cate the commercial character of their 
undertakings when they need to buy 
stock and supplies, but also to pre 
sent themselves in a businesslike way 
to their prospective customers. As 
remarked previously, the designing 
ability which they or their employees 
possess for landscape planting may 
be applied to the arrangement of type 
or the preparation of a sketch to make 
an attractive letterhead. There is a 
great variety possible in such designs, 
and that they can be attractive, while 
not expensive, has been well demon- 
strated by the specimens received 
The man who uses a plain sheet of 
paper for a business communication 
marks himself as lacking in enterprise 
and ingenuity, not to mention trade 
experience and standing. 





SURVEY ON BAD DEBTS. 

Bad debts in 1947 were consider: 
ably heavier than in 1945, though 
still far below the prewar level, ac 
cording to a joint survey of losses 
incurred on this account, made by 
the Department of Commerce, the 
bureau of the census and the Na 
tional Association of Credit Men 
The 1947 loss rate amounted to 7 
cents per $100 of credit sales. In 
prewar 1938 the loss rate was 37 
cents per $100 of credit sales. 


FRBIGHT RATE INCREASE. 


A new railroad and waterway 
freight increase, averaging five per 
cent and raising shipping costs 


$300,000,000 annually, was author 
ized April 19 by the Interstate Com 
merce Commission. The new rates 
may be made effective, on:ten day’ 
notice to the public.

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May Halt Dutch Elm Disease 


One of the most serious epidemic 
diseases of trees to have appeared 
in this country within the past fifty 
years is the Dutch elm disease. 
Thought to have been introduced 
from Europe in 1928 in a shipment 
f logs, this disease has destroyed 
elms in New England, New York and 
New Jersey and west through Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio and Indiana and is 
reported to be spreading into near- 
by regions, giving cause for further 
alarm. Thousands of elms have al- 
ready been removed in an effort to 
check the spread of this pestilence. 
In localities where the disease has 
taken heavy toll, other trees are re- 
placing the long popular elm. It has 
been feared the elm is a vanishing 
species in America since the devasta- 
tion of the Dutch elm disease, but 
results of research in recent years 
offer hope that the disease may be 
kept from spreading farther and 
measures to eradicate it may in time 
be found. 


Symptoms of the Disease. 


Especially acute on succulent, rap 
id growing trees, the Dutch elm 
disease is a wilt whose effects range 
from merely reducing the protective 
value of the foliage and the rate of 
growth, by dwarfing and yellowing 
the leaves. to causing the death of 
parts of the tree or even the entire 
tree. 

The first symptoms are a yellow- 
ing, wilting and browning of leaves 
on individual branches, which even- 
tually die. About midsummer, most 
of the leaves at the branch tips turn 
yellow, curl and drop. In winter,

the disease is shown by tufts of dead 
brown leaves at the tips of the curled 
twigs. Stripping the bark from such 
branches reveals brown streaks in the 
sapwood near the cambium layer next 
to the bark. and a longitudinal section 
shows long brown streaks following 
the grain of the wood. Cross sections 
show circles or rings of brown spots 
There is no evidence of the discase 
on the outside of the bark 

The spread of the disease up and 
down from the point of infection may 
be rapid, causing trees to die in on 
season. Other trees may live several 
years after having become infected in 
a number of different places. As the 
disease develops. it spreads into the 
larger branches and the main trunk 
and may even extend down into the 
roots of the tree 

Since discoloration also 
other destructive elm 
the fungus must be isolated for 
positive diagnosis. A special Dutch 
elm disease laboratory has been es 
tablished for this and related work 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture. at Morristown, N. ]

The Dutch elm disease is caused 
by a fungus known as Ceratostomella 
ulmi, which is mainly in a yeastlike 
state within the water tubes of the 
infected but living elm. The spores 
of the fungus increase by budding 
ind are distributed rapidly in each 
water tube by the movements of th: 
sap. When the host tissues die, the 
fungus grows through the wood 

saprophyte and produces spores 
abundantly on the inner surface of 
the bark and on the outer surface of 
the wood. All stages of the fungus 
are infectious, and except in mass, all 
are too small to be recognized by the 
naked eye. Death of the affected 
branches is believed to be caused by 
toxins produced by the fungus or t« 
a lack of water as a result of the plug 
ging of the vessels by materials 
formed in the process of fungus in 
vasion 

In the United States. the fungus 
transmitted from one clm to another 
hy the feeding and reproductive 
tivities of bark beetles. the Scolytu 
multistriatus, which was introduced 
from Europe. and the native elm bark 
bettle. Hylurgopinus rufipes, a 
effective carrier. A number of othe: 
boring insects are also suspected. Ths 
adult scolytus beetles chew into small 
branches, commonly at crotches. and 
lay eggs between the bark and the 
wood. The beetles develop from egg 


less 


to adult in the same portions of the 
dying and dead elm in which the 
fungus produces its spores, and the 
channels and chambers cut by the 
beetles are often the best places to 
find the fruiting structures of the 
fungus. The beetles carry the fungus 
to broken limbs still hanging in the 
tree and also to fallen and cut elm 
wood, suitable for their breeding, 
that may never have had the disease 
Developing as a saprophyte in such 
wood, the fungus produces its spores 
in time to contaminate the beetles of 
the new generation before they 
emerge and feed on growing elms 

Elms that have wilted or suffered 
severe water shortage because of the 
disease are attractive to the bettles 
when they are ready to construct 
their brood galleries. Many moder 
ately resistant varieties of trees would 
probably survive severe attacks of the 
disease if the attacks were not fol 
lowed by the drilling of bark beetles 
and the channeling of young larvae 
in the cambium region 

In localities were elms are numer 
ous and nothing has been done to dis 
turb the natural activities of the 
fungus and the insects, distinct zones 
of diseased trees around bark beetle 
sources are often found. In some 
cases, the beetles may carry the fun 
gus more than two miles into new 
territory and establish new centers 


The native elm bark beetle. unlik 
the European beetle venus s olytus), 
overwinters in the bark of healthy 


elms. Before the adults emerge in the

Some trees are infected through this

European elm bark beetles were not 
present formerly, the disease did not 
intensify so rapidly as in areas in 
which both species were present 

In addition to bark beetles, the dis 
ease may be spread through under- 
ground connections between trees 
root sprouts and root grafts, which 
are common in dense stands of elms 


Disease-resistant Elms. 


All species and varieties of elms 
native to North America have proved 
susceptible to the disease in compari- 
son with some types native to Europe 
and Asia. But inoculation has de 
veloped some degree of resistance in 
some trees, and efforts are being mad 
to select superior types for hybridiza 
tion with highly resistant stock of th 
Siberian elm. Ulmus carpinifolia 
Gleditsch is the most highly resistant 
elm type that the Dutch have found 
thus far, and trees of this variety 
are now under observation in experi 
mental plantings in the United States 
In 1945 the House of Representatives 
appropriated $20,000 for the hybrid 
ization and selection of resistant and 
immune elms. 


Control Measures. 


However, despite the rapid prog 
ress made by the disease since its 
introduction in the United States, 
American elms may be saved if 
prompt action is taken in the early 
stages of the infection, according to 
R. P. Marshall, director of the Bart 
lett Tree Research Laboratories 
Stamford He has reported 
that in some cases when all diseased 
wood has been removed, the elms

recovered from most of the effects of 
While the Dutch elm 
disease is similar to the chestnut 
blight, since it is also caused by a 
fungus, there is hope that the elm 
disease may be checked: unlike the 
chestnut blight, it does not spread 
independently, but is transmitted by 
the bark beetles, and after the elm 
has died, the tree does not tend to 
sprout so much as the chestnut, which 
would keep the infection more ac- 
tively alive. 

Stressing a campaign to limit the 
disease rather than to attempt to 
eradicate it, Mr. Marshall has advised 
that effort should be made to check 
the bark beetles as well as the disease 
itself. He advised building up a 
resistance to the attack of the insect 
vectors by keeping elms strong and 
healthy with a thorough program of 
spraying, feeding and sanitation. He 
warned against dumping diseased 
wood without disinfecting it. 

Pests which weaken the trees by 
feeding on the leaves include the 
elm leaf beetle, cankerworm, tussock 
moth caterpillar, leaf aphis, Japanese

beetle and, in New England, the 
gypsy moth. As a preventive meas- 


ure, these pests must be checked by 
spraying. The black leaf spot, a 
fungus disease, also weakens the tree 
by causing defoliation 
Methods of sanitation 
preventing the emergence of broods 
of bark beetles from fallen, storm- 
damaged, cut or diseased elm wood 
Beetles of the overwintering brood

Weakened trees should also be re- 
moved. State and federal regulations 
require that diseased trees be de- 
stroyed by burning, peeling the bark 
from the stump below ground and 
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burning or disinfecting the stump 
The remaining wood is treated wit} 
creosote or other chemicals to pre 
vent fungus spore formation and t 
discourage the development of 
sprouts. Chemicals such as copper 
sulphate have proved ineffective i: 
killing elms in woodland areas

In cases when it is desired to save 
the wood for fuel, infested and non 
infested wood may be rendered harm 
less by spraying. The use of sprays is 
restricted by low temperatures, the 
chemicals not being effective at air 
temperatures below 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit. The season for effective 
application of sprays to infested wood 
in the spring sanitation program ci 
incides with the flowering period of 
standard varieties of apple (pink t 
petal fall), or the interval betwee: 
the breaking of leaf buds and th 
formation of shoots three inches long 
on American elms of good vigor 
Two recommended spray formulas 
ire twelve parts fuel oil 26 to 28 
degrees Baumé to part mon 
chloronaphthalene and four parts fuel 
oil 26 to 28 degrees Baumé to one 
part orthodichlorobenzene 

These may be 
freshly felled noninfested wood as re 
pellents at any time from May t 
September. The sprays must be ap 
plied in sufficient quantity to cause 
the bark to glisten, for they must 
enter the bark through the smal 
holes made by the parent beetles 
From two and one-half to three gal 
lons of spray are required to treat 
ne stacked cord of wood effectively

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Privets for Landscape Plantings 


To most of us privet means but 
one thing, hedging. Part of this at 
titude is a result of the fact that the 
ordinary species of ligustrum are 
easily grown in quantity and respond 
promptly to shearing. They are not 
as a rule, looked upon as flowering 
shrubs, but as mere foliage plants 
Custom also has something to do 
with the use of privets of one type 
or another as hedge plants. This cus 
tom was apparently developed with 
regard to the common privet of 
Europe, Ligustrum vulgare 

The common European privet, like 
every other plant which has been in 
cultivation for generations, has given 
rise to numerous forms based upon 
habit and color. Neither the typical 
material nor any of the forms are 
grown to any great extent in this 
country now. In the case of the va 
riegated forms of Ligustrum vulgare 
and other species, this decline in 
popularity is probably in keeping 
with current taste which demands 
that the color of leaves be green and 
appears to be a step away from Vic 
torian stylism which sometimes 
tended to prefer plantings of the 
chamber-of-horrors variety instead of 
attractive garden designs. 

Even so, when it comes to shade 
plantings, variegations of green and 
white coloring do create a certain:at 
mosphere of coolness. This could be 
as true of privets as of other well 
known plants, such as hollies and 
hostas 

Privets are capable of withstanding 
considerable shade. However, they 
grow much better in full sun. As far 
as hedge culture is concerned, the 
idea is to force the plants to put on 
wood. This means plenty of mois 
ture and nitrogenous fertilizer, espe 
cially in shaded spots in order not 
to have more than one environmental 
factor seriously out of line 

Even when planted out in the 
open, the often mistakenly 
hilled up around privet hedges with 
the result that the transmission of 
moisture to the plants is seriously 
impaired. Hilling up around hedges 
ind specimen shrubs is a far too com 
mon practice, which in many cases 
originated accidentally because of 
laulty maintenance and then was car 
ried on by unthinking persons on the 
assumption that it was beneficial 
This accident often occurs when the 


soil is 


edging of lawn margins is made 
around the plants. The intruding 
turf is cut back to a fixed line, and

the trimmings are thrown around the 


stems of the plants. There they re 
main to be added to in subsequent 


seasons until the center line of a hedge 


or the crown of an individual shrub 
becomes buried with a foot or mor 
of soil. Such hilling usually prevents 


almost completely branching near th 


ground, which is essential to a satis 
factory hedge. 
The privets which are used for 


hedges are exceptional among shrubs 
because of the pruning to which they 
may be subjected. A hedge is an 
architectural planting, and the nat 
ural development and even the in 
dividual identity of the plants which 
compose it are forgotten. Here is a 
planting where the urge to prune 
and to prune a lot may be translated 
into action. 

Many better hedges would result 
if landscape planters would induce 
their clients to allow a hedge of privet 
to grow up more slowly with no bare 
places at the base, instead of follow 
ing the too prevalent habit of simply 
lining up privet plants and cutting 
them flat across the tops. It is far 
better to start them off a little lower 
in stature, wider at the bottom and 
narrower at the top Trying to rush 
a hastily planted hedge into height 
too quickly is a common error 


The most common of all hedge 
plants is the so-called California 
privet, Ligustrum ovalifolium. Even 


though it is top-tender in some win 
ters in most northern areas and is 
planted extensively enough to fall 
into the category of banality, this 
plant, with its upright branches and 
glossy, long-persistent foliage, is 
about as well adapted for making 
living fences as a plant can be. As 
suggested before, part of the trouble 


is the failure to prune correctly 
which makes this excellent plant as 
sume such a nondescript aspect 
Often a winter which cuts a hedg 


of California privet to the ground is 
the beginning of a retraining which 
will result in a far better hedge than 
before. In any event, hard cutting 
for retraining purposes had better bx 
done before growth starts in spring 

In northern greater hardi 
ness in hedges is assured by using 
Amur River privet, Ligustrum amu 
rense. The added hardiness appear 
in the way in which the Amur River 
privet ripens its drops its 
leaves and thus is prepared to go 
through the winter unscathed.

Where the plant is 
hardy, this variety of the Japanese 
privet is favored for formal use or 
planted in tubs. 

Another evergreen for 
planting in warm areas is Ligustrum 
henryi. This is a 12-foot shrub with 
shining leaves and panicles of white 
flowers. Also, there is L. indicum 
(nepalense), whose 5-inch, semiever- 
green or evergreen leaves and broad, 
loose panicles of summer flowers are 
borne on tender plants. 

The fringe trees of both North 
America and China, relatives of the 
privets and lilacs, are of definite gar- 
den value when given room enough 
in which to grow. Of the two, the 
American one, Chionanthus virgini- 
cus, is perhaps the more attractive. It 
is usually seen as a shrub, but may 
grow into a tree as tall as thirty feet. 
Its sexes appear on separate plants, 
which means that the blue fruits ap 
pear in autumn only on the female 
plants, if plants of both sexes are 
present. If anything, the white flow 
ers of the male plants are larger 
and are borne in larger hanging clus- 
ters. Fringe trees have proved them- 
selves adaptable to city conditions. 
For best results, a location in sandy 
soil where the moisture supply is 
ample is recommended, but this is 
not always necessary. 

Another privet relative is the up- 
right-growing Fontanesia fortunei, 
which has shining leaves up to four 
inches in length. It, too, bears clus 
ters of white flowers at the end of 
spring, but its fruit is a flat, winged 
nubble. This is the hardiest species

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Bogus Shrub Peddlers and Tree Doctors 


Better Business Bureaus, now op- 
crating in some ninety-five cities, are 
often referred to as the vacuum clean- 
ers of business, as they cooperate 
with and are supported by firms to 
clean out the illegitimate vendors 
and advertisers. 

The bureaus are also referred to 
as agencies which pluck weeds from 
the garden of business, in order that 
more flowers may grow. This last 
definition may be considered ap- 
plicable in addressing a meeting of 
nurserymen, to whom flowers, shrubs, 
sod and trees are trade terms, as the 
propagation and growth of these ob- 
iects and their sale are a livelihood 
and the foundation of a vast and 
growing industry. 

To keep this industry ethically 
clean it is necessary that all confi- 
dence-destroying practices which im- 
pair the public's trust and patronage 
be eliminated. The generally recog- 
nized agency in the field is the Better 
Business Bureau, whose purposes are 
to stop or checkmate fraud and to 
create integrity in business dealings 
generally. Much of the work in cor- 
recting bad practices is done by 
friendly persuasion. Prosecution is 
used only as a last resort when other 
methods fail. 

While the nursery business 
throughout the nation is generally 
above reproach, several recent frauds 
in this field may be mentioned. First 
of all, you will probably recall the 
penny-ante mail-order fraud worked 
by Ernest and Silas Pike, of St. 
Charles, Ill., under the name of 
Sunnyside Gardens. In 1946 they 
were sentenced to five years in fed- 
eral prison and fined $7,000 each on 
charges of operating a $300,000 mail 
fraud in a seed scheme. 

Several years were required to 
build up a case against them, as their 
postal card solicitations involved only 
a small amount, usually $1, in a 
variety of schemes, and most losers 
accepted the loss as a minor annoy- 
ance and failed to make charges 
Scores of complaints were received 
by the Kansas City Better Business 
Bureau and referred to the authori- 
ties. The post office stated it received 
some 600 complaints in less than a 
6-month period. 

Here is how the scheme was 
operated. The Pikes represented

through postal cards that, for 20 cents 
and eight postal cards addressed to 
friends, they would send a $1 col 
lection of seeds, six lovely handker- 
chiefs (if remitted within ten days). 
twenty-five bulbs and a catalog. Com 
plaints were received from persons 
who sent in the money requested and 
received in return an envelope con- 
taining six small packets of seeds, 
which legitimate seed dealers indi- 
cated they would destroy as worth 
less if found in their stock. Evidence 
also showed that enclosed with each 
mailing was a small mimeographed 
slip reading as follows: “Dear cus 
tomer: Due to war conditions the 
balance of your order will be sent 
later. You will positively receive it 
in due time.” 

The promoters admitted that this 
card had been used since the begin- 
ning of the enterprise. The post 
office considered it to be a studied 
artifice—a lulling message, designed 
to keep victims from complaining. 

The convicted promoters brazenly 
used the name of the post office at 
St. Charles, IIl., as a “reference” in 
mailings to prospective customers. 

Previous actions against these op- 
erators included a postal fraud order 
in 1939 against S. W. Pike, seeds: 
man, and in 1942 another fraud order 
against “Pike Brothers, Growers.” In 
1941 the Federal Trade Commission 
issued a cease and desist order against 
the Pike brothers to stop use of words 
“free” and “gift” and other misrepre 
sentations. 

It may be said here that the mail 
order sale of legitimate nursery or 
seed products suffered a severe set- 
back because of the fakery by the 
Pike brothers. 

Another low-priced offer, this time 
of bulbs, also ran into trouble. The 
Federal Trade Commisison early last 
year filed a complaint against the 
Michigan Bulb Co. of Grand Rapids, 
Mich., as a result of which the con- 
cern and two afhliated companies and 
their Chicago advertising agency 
signed a stipulation with the com- 
mission to cease and desist “from mis- 
representation ia connection with the 
advertising and interstate sale of 
various plants and bulbs.” 

They have agreed to discontinue 
representing that the various plants 
and bulbs have reached what is com- 
monly known and understood to be 
a blooming age and size, or that such 
bulbs may reasonably be expected to 
bloom satisfactorily the season fol- 


lowing planting; representing theit 
flower bulbs are guaranteed to bloom, 
and using the word “free” to describe 
merchandise when it is not in fact a 
gratuity. 

They also agreed to stop represent 
ing their bulbs as Michigan-grown 
when not all such bulbs are grown 
or produced there; also, using mis 
leading terms such as “introductory 
offer,” or “for a short time only,” 
when it was the regular or customary 
price; also calling waterproof or per 
manent the cardboard box in which 
cactus plants are packaged, and also, 
misrepresenting the “hand-painted 
Mexican pot™ for window sill, which 
was of such miniature size as to be 
of doubtful value. 

The Holland Dutch Tulip Co. and 
the advertising agency agreed to stop 
using the term as a trade name under 
which to sell tulip bulbs of domestic 
origin. 

Advertisements of these concerns 
were shopped by the Better Business 
Bureaus in various cities. The adver 
tising read, “World-famous Gladiolus 
Now Yours at Wholesale Price, 100 
bulbs — $1.94 — Think of it — This 
amazing low price brings you 100 
blooming-size Gladiolus Bulbs.” 

A Better Business Bureau pur 
chased an order of bulbs and sub 
mitted them to a recognized author 
ity. He stated that, in his opinion, 
the bulbs were not worth $1.94, 
either wholesale or retail. He char 
icterized them as being entirely too 
small and expressed a doubt that a 
fair majority of them would bloom 
during the first year, although some 
of them might do so. He declared 
that for best results, gladiolus bulbs 
should be from one and one-quarter 
to one and one-half inches in diam- 
eter. These bulbs were nearer the 
size of marbles. While it is true that 
the offer included a money-back guar- 
antee, that might not compensate for 
a season's disappointment 

Accompanying the bulbs was an 
offer of “five lucky leaves” for $1 
plus postage, described as an “Amaz- 
ing Tropical Wonder Leaf.” An ex- 
pert had the following to say: “This, 
of course, is a very common plant and 
while it does produce the growths 
indicated on the leaflet and is widely 
used for that purpose, the price is 
certainly out of all proportion. I 
think anybody would be glad to sell 
leaves at 5 cents apiece and a quan- 
tity at a much lower price.”

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PRICE STUDIES. 

Analysis of prices of nursery stock 
in 1948 catalogs has been complet d 
by the American Association of 
Nurserymen, and the summary data 
showing price trends as indicated by 
catalog included in the 
chart prepared by the association, a 
reproduction of which appears on this 
Prices were taken from thirty 
( ight wholesale, thirty mail-order and 
fifty-eight ret \il catalogs. As in previ 
ous years, the items included stand 
ard apples, peaches, plums, sweet and 
sour cherries, standard varieties of 
raspberries, June and_ everbearing 
strawberries, three standard varieties 
of grapes, eight varieties of conife 
evergreens, five broad-leaved 
evergreens, seven deciduous shrubs 
two commonly used hedge plants, six 
flowering trees and six shade trees 

All data are taken from spring cata 
logs for each year. The graphs show 
percentage increases in prices for the 
years 1941 to 1948 inclusive, com- 
pared with catalog prices for 1940, 
which are taken as a base of 100. 

In graphs A and B, the solid line 
represents fluctuations in the price 
index of standard fruit nursery stock, 
apples, peaches, plums and cherries 
the long-dash line represents fluctua 
tions in the index of small fruit nurs 
ery stock prices, including raspber- 
ries, strawberries and grapes, and the 
short-dash line represents fluctuations 
in the index of ornamental nursery 
stock prices, as represented by the 
selected list of ornamentals enumer-

ited abe Wholesale prices are 
based on the 100 rate except in the 
ase of hedge plants, where the 1,000 
rate was used.

In graph C, the solid line repre 
sents fluctuations in the wholesale 
price index of all nursery stock, stand 
ard, small fruits and ornamentals; the 
long-dash line represents fluctuations 
in the retail price index of all nurs- 
ery stock, and the short-dash line 
represents fluctuations in standard 
and small fruit nursery stock price 
index by mail order. Price analyses 
of ornamental stock in mail-order 
catalogs were not until 1947 
and, therefore, this curve is not com- 
parable to the indexes for wholesale 
and retail. Analyses are now being 
made of mail-order prices for the 
years 1940 to 1948, inclusive, so that 
these indexes will be directly com- 
parable in future years.

A. A. N. REGISTRATION OF 
NEW WOODY PLANTS. 


The registration of new woody 
plants, originated or introduced in the 
United States since 1930, exclusive 
of fruits and roses, has been under- 
taken by the American Association 
of Nurserymen to answer the need 
for a complete listing, since up to the 
present no formal registry of woody 
plants has been maintained. The reg- 
istration is intended to reduce the 
possibility of other clones’ becoming 
confused with an original introduc- 
tion and sold under its name. 

Nurserymen who have originated 
introduced woody plants since 
1930 are asked to write for registra- 
tion cards. fill them out and mail 
them to the American Association of 
Nurserymen, 636 Southern building, 
Washington 5, D. C.

Plant Notes Here and There 


A reader in Nebraska asks whether 
Lotus corniculatus would be suitable 
for planting in a paved terrace. I 
have used the double-flowered form 
with satisfactory results and am 
pleased to report my experience with 
the species. 

The lotus, in its 100 or more spe- 
cies, has given us many _ useful 
plants, ranging from the winged pea, 
which is a valuable food plant in 
some countries, to the plant known 
as coral gem, a tender hanging basket 
plant from the Canary islands. The 
species to consider when one is 
searching for a plant for the paved 
terrace is the familiar bird’s-foot tre- 
foil, L. corniculatus. In this species 
one has a choice between the single- 
flowered type, which would scarcely 
fit our present purpose unless it were 
used along the edges of the paved 
area, and the variety with showy 
double flowers, which is called flore- 
pleno by botanists. The single-flow- 
ered plant, when grown from seeds, 
which is the best and most common 
form of propagation, may grow as 
high as eighteen inches, thus growing 
out of proportion for the paved walk. 
However, the double-flowered form, 
grown from divisions, will not be 
over three or four inches high. It 
produces red-tinged yellow flowers 
abundantly in May and June and 
more sparingly from that time until 
autumn. L. florepleno does well in 
light soil and full sun. 


Lupines and Irises. 


A note made a few years ago when 
I first saw lupines and bearded irises 
grown as companions may be helpful

to growers who have found irises 
difficult to use in informal plantings. 
Someone has said that “it was a 
happy thought of nature to bring the 
lupine into flower instantaneously 
with the bearded iris.” And it was a 
happy thought, too, I think, when 
some gardener discovered how lovely 
these plants can be when correctly 
combined in the border. This sugges- 
tion is one answer to the complaint of 
many gardeners that irises have no 
agreeable companions. 

However, a difficulty soon encoun- 
tered is finding harmonious color 
combinations from the available ma- 
terial. For instance, the best strains 
of Russell lupines, which have a pre- 
dominance of bicolors, often in harsh 
contrast, are apt to introduce jarring 
notes into the gardener’s cherished 
color arrangement. This means, of 
course, that the careful planter will 
have to make selections among his 
seedling lupines and propagate the 
desired colors vegetatively. 

Combining an orange-colored lu- 
pine with a dark blue iris or a pale 
pink one with an iris of a mid-blue 
shade will enable you to visualize 
what I have been trying to say, and 
the comparison will demonstrate that 
run-of-the-mine seedlings have no 
place in such plantings. This situa- 
tion is a further example of the fact 
that we have been trying to turn our 
money over too rapidly, or at least 
that we have not had the heart to 
throw away a plant which did not 
meet the requirements of good gar- 
dening. If we will take time to select 
the better colors and take further 
time to increase them from divisions, 


we shall not only make it possible to 
create better gardens, but benefit our 
own business in the end. 


Malvastrum Coccineum. 


Is anyone able to explain why 
Malvastrum coccineum is not seen 
more often in gardens? It may be 
that I do not visit the right places to 
see it, but I look in vain for it every- 
where I go. My experience with this 
plant in our light soil here in north 
ern Michigan would not indicate that 
its culture is so difficult as to dis 
courage anyone; therefore, I am at a 
loss to understand its absence. 

The genus malvastrum, including 
seventy or more species, mostly in the 
tropics and subtropics, has little to 
offer northern gardeners, but if it had 
nothing to offer except the present 
plant, we should be thankful. M. coc- 
cineum is one of the few members 
of the species that have traveled from 
a warm home, appearing as far north 
as Canada. It is a highly stolonif- 
erous plant and sends its running 
rootstalks far and wide, although the 
leafage is seldom dense enough to 
interfere with other plants, even with 
those which are most delicate. Its 
stems, measuring only a few inches 
in height, are clothed in gray, hoary, 
3 to 5-lobed leaves and bear a large 
number of malva-like flowers, which 
vary in color from salmon _ pink 
through copper and shades of red to 
bright scarlet. The plant blooms over 
a long period in carly summer and. 
altogether, affords a splendid ground 
cover for dry sunny spots, which are 
often hard to clothe 

M. coccineum is probably best

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propagated from seeds, which are 
usually available from western col 
lectors. It should be remembered 
however, that the plant often varies 
a great deal when grown from seeds 
Vegetative reproduction, when prac- 
ticed here, was not rapid, for it is 
not easy to secure a tuft of leaves 
with any fibrous roots on its root 
stalk, and it is not easy to induce a 
stolon to produce fibrous roots after 
it is severed from the parent. If the 
plant reacts in other parts of the east 
and middle west as it has here, there 
is littlke hope for home-collected 
seeds, for it never set a seed, so far 
as I could find, during the fifteen 
years or more that it grew in my 
garden. 

The nature of the plant will indi 
cate to experienced growers how use 
ful it may be in gardens. One asso 
ciation that was attempted here and 
which produced attractive results was 
the combination of malvastrum with 
a few other low-growing subjects as 
a ground cover in a planting of Nar 
cissus triandrus hybrids. Another 
successful association was malvastrum 
with dwarf pinks 


European Cottonweed. 


I have often wondered why it is 
that more use is not made of th 
European cottonweed, Diotis candi 
dissima, inasmuch as most gardeners 
claim they like plants with white 
woolly foliage. The answer, at least 
in part, is revealed in a report from 
a friend to whom I sent some plants 
a few years ago. In my experience 
no plant with cottony leaves can be 
happy for any length of time in 
heavy soil which is poorly drained, 
and the clay in which my friend 
planted the European cottonweeds 
was evidently poison to them. Even 
in our light soil the plant did not 
survive long when it was grown in 
frames where ice froze over the 
crowns in spring, while in the field 
where drainage was perfect it re 
mained hardy, creating a carpet of 
white woolly leaves that reminded 
one in some ways of dusty millers 
The flower heads, closely resembling 
the achilleas, appeared in August and 
early September here. on 6 to 8-inch 
stems and perhaps a little taller in 
more fertile soil. D. candidissima is 
easily propagated from cuttings in 
spring and from fall-sown seeds

The cuttings may be made at 
any time during the dormant period 
and probably at other times. In most 
establishments, propagating work is 
done during the dormant season at 
a time when there is least rush. If 
plants in 3-inch pots are desired for 
May sales, cuttings should be made 
in late fall or early winter and planted 
in flats and grown along in moderate 
heat until they make sufficient root 
and top growth for potting opera 
tions. During the early 
growth, it is necessary that they have 
a close atmosphere, and it is impor- 
tant that the little plants never suffer 
a setback. When treated in this man 
ner, the plants should be ready for 
spring selling and should be better 
plants, so far as ease of handling is 
concerned, than any outdoor stock

The main roots of these anemones 
—that is, the thicker ones—are well 
furnished with buds, and the cuttings 
may be made shorter than is done in 
the case of phlox and stokesia. These 
thick roots should yield cuttings 
about three-quarters of an inch long, 
but the slender ones could profitably 
be made twice that long. Care should 
be taken to keep the pieces right end 
up and, to avoid mixing, to work 
with only one kind at a time. Clean 
up the workbench after each opera- 
tion, making sure that there are no 
stray bits left which will result in 
confusion later. Place the cuttings 
upright in a furrow, covering them 
about half an inch deep. Label each 
kind so securely that there will be 
no chance for misnaming. Each kind 
should be separated from its neighbor 
by one or two vacant rows 

If pot plants are not desired for 
spring sales, the anemones may be 
handled in the following way: Lift 
the clumps in early spring 
the frost leaves the ground, and make

Cow Parsnips. 

A reader in Wisconsin asks how 
he should handle cow parsnips. This 
is an interesting subject to me, for 
I have long admired the lovely foliage 
of these plants and their large spec- 
tacular flower heads

other than natives, have appeared in 
the lists since the war closed foreign 
commerce and European nurseries 
have had to devote space and time 
to food production. Consequently, 
there is little to say about the exotic 
species, except that we should con- 
tinue to keep our eyes on foreign 
lists for mention of the 10-foot Hera- 


cleum villosum and the 8-foot H 
mantegazzianum. In the meantime, 
| should suggest trying our native 


H. lanatum, the umbels of which 
grow as much as a foot across with 
white flowers in early summer on

Anyone who has gone far in pen 
stemon culture knows that it is a 
confused process and is apt to be so 
for some time to come, because the 
botanists are still arranging and re 
arranging the names to suit their in 
dividual views, or so it would seem 
to the gardener. I make no claim of 
being an authority on the genus, and 
I am never sure when I have correct 
material; instead, I confine my efforts 
to selecting plants which seem best 
as garden ornaments.

manure do not need to be sprayed for 
insects. I cannot believe that all the 
manure in the world will keep a cod. 
ling moth out of an apple or a Jap 
anese beetle off a rose. I do not argue 
with the fact that a well grown, vig. 
orous tree can stand the attacks of 
insects and fungus disease better than 
a sick one. 

The argument also extends to the 
practice of buying and planting earth- 
worms in the soil to improve the soil 
It has been my own unscientific ob 
servation that soil in good cultivation 
has all the earthworms it needs, and 
if one has poor soil and builds it up 
with good practices, one will have all 
the earthworms one needs. I assure 
you that I have never bought an 
earthworm even to go fishing. 

To feed this hungry planet of ours 
I imagine agriculturists will have to 
use every method they can devise, 
including hydroponics; use of com 
mercial fertilizers, composts, manures 
(both green and animal); soil con- 
servation, and any new methods they

NEWSPAPER FEATURES 
SHENANDOAH NURSERIES. 


The thriving nursery industry at 
Shenandoah, Ia., which has made 
that city one of the largest single 
nursery centers in the nation, was 
featured in the March 30 edition of 
the Shenandoah Evening Sentinel 
newspaper in an article describing 
various operations in the process of 
filling orders for customers all over 





the country. Four photographs which 
accompanied the story showed an 
order filler, a mailman, an order 
checker and truck loaders, all of 
whom help to expedite the complex 
shipping system. 


' 


The nursery industry at Shenan- 
doah has developed from a struggling 
acre of stock planted in 1869 by 
D. S. Lake and from a simple process 
ot planting, growing and _ selling 
about twenty-four varieties of trees 
and shrubs to the present large or- 
ganizations employing hundreds of 
workers during the spring season 

The wholesale business includes 
shipments to nurseries, seed houses, 
florists, farms, drugstores and cata- 
log houses. While much of the stock 
sold and shipped from Shenandoah 
is grown in the vicinity, some is pur- 
chased from growers from California 
to Maine. Roses are shipped in for 
resale from California and Texas, 
fruit tree varieties not grown locally 
come from Oregon, Washington and 
California and privet hedges and 
other ornamental shrubberies come 
from Alabama, Texas and _ other 
southern states. 

Hybrid tea roses from the San 
Joaquin valley in California are 
shipped to Shenandoah by rail in 
early December. Upon arrival the 
plants are removed to a grading table 
where the size of each rose is meas 
ured with a caliper. The rose is then 
given a grade number and trimmed 
at the roots for storing as dormant 
stock. A record is made of the loca 
tion where the plant was stored, and 
it remains dormant for a few weeks 
until the spring rush comes. When 
needed to fill an order, the rose is 
pulled from storage and goes to the 
root wrap department if it is a whole 
sale transaction, or to the mail-order 
department if it is for a retail sale 
After being trimmed at the roots and 
dipped in a preserving green wax, the 
plant is wrapped around the base and 
at the roots and is placed in bundles 
of five. After the bundles are boxed 
they are franked by a person from 
the post office who sets up a minia 
ture postal department at ¢ each of the 
nurseries. Then the packages are 
sent to train depots or shipped to 
their destination by trucks

Said the bright buyer, “I’m not 
going to buy any more roses from 
you. I’ve found that I can buy them 
lots cheaper. I just went and had 
myself a letterhead printed with the 
name of my nursery (???) on it, and 
I've been buying my roses for half 
what I paid you.” 

Wholesale rose growers might find 
it worth while to consult the list of 
members of their respective state 
nursery associations or get in touch 
with the state association in the state 
whence orders from unknown nurs- 
eries come. 

Standard-size Price Lists. 


Retail nurserymen would find it 
much easier to give their trade just 
what it wants if wholesalers and sup- 
pliers would send their price sheets 
in standard sizes 

Go into any automobile supply 
store and ask for a part of any kind; 
the owner turns to a big book, which 
is a collection of the parts lists sent 
out by many different firms. These 
are in a bound cover, and in a few 
minutes the dealer has the part lo 
cated and gives the caller the price, and 
if he does not have it, he can send for 
it at once. 

I am looking right now at a col 
lection of price lists that have come 
to my office in the past fourteen days 
There is no common denominator of 
size. Some are cumbersome sheets, 
some are fourteen inches long, some 
are 6x9-inch folders and some are post 
cards. 

Standard-size price lists would be 
a great boon to every retailer. They 
would make it possible for him to 
find needed items much more quickly 
and would sell items for some whole- 
salers that are not sold because the 
price lists cannot be filed or found at 
the right time. 

I suggest that all retail nursery sup 
pliers put their price lists on pages 
the size of those used in the Ameri- 
can Nurseryman. _ I. J. Mathews.

You may 
even start to count the number of 
baskets he uses. However. in a little 
while he will ask you for a drink of 
water. Obligingly, you go into the 
house, and during your absence you 
have lost track of your count. Your 
bill? It may be $50, $75 or $100. 
Nor can you prove that the number 
of baskets listed on your bill has not 
actually been placed on your lawn.

You have been told that the stuff 
was scraped up under the trees on 
the mountains, or perhaps it is rich 
loam trom near-by bogs. This may 
be true, but more frequently it is not 
We had some of this so-called “hu 
mus” tested and found it was waste 
material from the dump of a chemi 
cal plant. It contained certain acids 
which were injurious to plant life, 
and many lawns and gardens were 
irreparably damaged by it 

What suburban or country resident 
has not been approached in the spring 
by “tree surgeons” who offer to treat 
shade trees? A shade tree is not 
readily replaced. We have had com 
plaints from people who have em- 
ployed these itinerant “surgeons” and 
whose valuable trees have been 
ruined by them. 

Then, there is the peddler who 
shows you a glass jar containing a 
marvelous and exotic bloom. If you 
buy this bulb, place it in the jar, you 
too will be the proud owner of this 
extraordinary plant. After he has 
gone, you find i€ does not work, but 
it is too late to do anything about it 

Believe it or not, people are still 
buying grass seeds from itinerant 
salesmen, which will produce grass 
that will grow to the desired height, 
cease to grow, remain green and fresh 
during the entire season and will ri 
quire no mowing! 

Last year in the southwest, itinerant 
landscape artists sold trees to property 
owners. They were carefully planted, 
with the burlap left round the bulky 
“roots” in accordance with instruc 
tions. Well, the trees had no roots 
but the salesman had gone when this 
was discovered. Buy only from estab 
lished agents or nurseries which can 
prove their reliability. 

Apartment dwellers are especially 
vulnerable when it comes to the sale 
of bulbs and house plants. Each year 
a man, who says he represents a well 
known seed company, appears and 
takes orders, collecting deposits in 
advance. Each year he uses the name 
of a different seed company. He does 
not represent such companies, and 
you will not receive any plants 

The itinerant “termite man” is also 
a “plant doctor.” He examines your 
trees or shrubs and declares he has 
found termites which will get into 
your house and destroy it. He also 
tells you that certain of your shrubs 
are afflicted with various plant dis 
eases. He will destroy the termites 
and treat the shrubs—for a fee. Ac 
tually, there were no termites present, 
and his worthless sprays and treat 
ments are conducted upon ants of the 
harmless variety. 

You can avoid these pitfalls if you 
make a practice of dealing only with

COVER ILLUSTRATION. 


Caragana Arborescens. 


The Siberian pea shrub is a com 
mon shrub or small tree of our gat 
dens, having been introduced into 
this country many years ago from 
Siberia and Manchuria. As usually 
grown it is a large, upright shrub of 
some fifteen to eighteen feet in height 
at maturity. It is usually two to three 
times as high as broad. The branches 
are greenish, often somewhat spiny 
and with thready stripes of bark 

Pinnately compound, the leaves are 
composed of eight to twelve small, 
rounded to obovate leaflets. Some 
times confused in leaf with colutea, 
the common bladder senna, it is 
easily distinguished from it by the 
even-pinnate leaf. Colutea has an 
odd-pinnate leaf. The leaflet is 
rounded at the apex, but possesses a 
short, abrupt tip. 

The small, yellow, pea-shaped 
flowers are produced singly or in 
fascicles of two to four flowers, in late 
April or early May around Colum 
bus, O. The flowers are followed by 
a short, thin pod 

The Siberian pea shrub is very 
hardy and prefers a relatively light, 
sandy soil. Under drought conditions 
plants lose much of their foliage or it 
becomes ineffective. Such plants, 
with their stiff, upright habit are any- 
thing but attractive. Plants do best 
in sun or slight shade. 

Among the major objections t » the 
Siberian pea shrub are its tendency 
to develop a leggy condition and its 
ineffective foliage during hot, dry 
summer periods. Some of this leggy 
condition can be overcome by careful 
pruning done in such a way as to 
maintain a bushy base. Plants will 
respond to watering during the sum 
mer period. Propagation is generally 
by seeds or root cuttings. Good re- 
sults can be obtained with softwood 
cuttings taken early in July. 

The Siberian pea shrub will find 
its use as a background border plant, 
or occasionally as an accent plant in 
the border planting. It may be used 
as a tall hedge, but its tendency to 
become leggy limits its use in this 
way. =

SECRETARY’S REPORT. 
The past month has witnessed 
considerable change in conditions 
throughout the state of California, 
as well as marked progress within the 
California Association of Nursery- 
men. Only a few weeks ago there 
was speculation as to whether the wa- 
ter supply would be sufficient to last 
through the winter, which appeared 
at that time to be one of the driest 
on record. The situation resulted in 
a reduction in business throughout 
the state. In some sections a decrease 
of as much as fifty per cent was re 
ported, and it appeared that the 
planting season in those sections was 

practically over. 

However, in the past few weeks 
the crisis passed when above-normal 
rainfalls for this time of the year 
were experienced all over the state, 
and what appeared at first to be one 
of the driest years developed into one 
comparable with last year, although 
it is still somewhat below normal for 
the state. Sufficient rain has fallen 
over the entire area to raise hopes 
for a belated spring planting season 
that should continue well into the 
early summer, and a successful spring 
season is anticipated. 

Attendance at the meetings of the 
various chapters of the California 
Association of Nurserymen has been 
at its peak, and new chapters are 
being formed in sections of southern 
California. Membership in the state 
association has increased over ten per 
cent in the past sixty days, and with 
a membership drive being conducted 
by every chapter, it is expected that 
within another thirty days the state 
association will have attained an all 
time high in membership. 

As an industry, nurserymen are 
optimistic about the future of their 
business in California. The popula 
tion of the state is growing faster 
than that of any other state in the 
Union, the demand for new homes 
far exceeds the present building pro 
gram and it is apparent that the popu 
lation growth in California will con- 
tinue for at least five or ten years. It 
has been estimated that it will take 
at least five years for the building 
program to meet the demand for new 
homes, and the continued develop- 
ment of new residential areas with ac 
companying building programs will 


exceed all the business that has so far 
taken place in California, resulting in 
continued prosperity for the nursery 
industry. 

The industry as a whole, however, 
recognizes the danger of overproduc 
tion, and every effort is being made 
to consider the needs of the industry 
for the coming years in terms of 
sound business so that a repetition of 
the depression period following the 
last war will not appear nor affect the 
nursery business to any degree in the 
next ten years. 

The recent of the state 
legislature produced several bills that 
required the attention of the indus- 
try, and all matters were handled so 
that no harmful legislation appeared 
during the session. 

There is no indication of any 
change in the price structure of the 
industry in the state. Recognizing 
the general increase of costs in all 
operations pertaining to the business, 
nurserymen are maintaining a good 
price schedule, and there is no in 
dication that there will be any trend 
toward lowering prices until such 
time as operating costs show a trend 
in that direction.

At the suggestion of Ray Hartman, 
Leonard Coates Nurseries, Inc., San 
Jose, a few nurserymen in the area 
met at the offices of the firm to plan

from the progress made with regard 
to improving the situation, an atti 
tude of cooperation was developed 
at these meetings.

As an outcome of the meetings, a 
statement of the true situation was 
presented to the water officials, who 
discontinued their policy of urging 
the public to conserve water by de 
creasing the amount used for home 
gardens. Newspapers and radios fol 
lowed by issuing statements correct 
ing the misinformation they had 
given. 

To expedite the publicity, approxi- 
mately forty nurserymen contributed 
$350 to provide for a series of short 
advertisements in the local newspa 
pers. The advertisements stated the 
nurserymen’s message briefly and ef 
fectively and were prepared by War 
ren Goodrich at no cost to the group 

The drought is now over, the area 
has almost as much rain as it had a 
year ago and gardens and lawns are 
being prepared for the coming sum- 
mer. In addition, forty nurserymen 
have established a precedent of good 
fellowship by cooperating to their 
mutual benefit in the emergency

CONTROL PEACH 
COTTONY SCALE. 


The cottony scale of peaches, 
which was prevalent last year along 
the shore of Lake Ontario in Niagara, 
Monroe and Wayne counties, New 
York, has been controlled by certain 
oils, according to a report issued by 
the New York state experiment sta 
tion, Geneva. 

The scale, which in late spring and 
summer looks like popcorn on the 
undersides of the peach twigs and 
branches, is capable of ruining the 
entire crop of a tree by turning all 
of its fruit black owing to a sooty 
mold which grows in the honeydew

Insect specialists 
experiment station have found that a 
dormant application of a superior 
type of oil at a concentration of at 
least three gallons in 100 has given 
satisfactory control when applied cor 
rectly. Where regular oils, or com 
mercial emulsions, are used, three 
and one-half gallons of actual oil in 
100 might prove necessary 
According to Dr. E. H. Wheeler,

the undersides of the twigs and 
branches. Often, most of the scales 
surviving the winter are situated on 
the east and south sides of the tree 
and so sprays must be applied with 
no wind. or at times when the com 
plete coverage of these parts of the 
tree is possible 

Dr. Wheeler added that at least 
ninety-five per cent control has got 
to be obtained to be sure of no fruit 
smutting. Also, he suggests that these 
oils be applied alone and later thai 
fungicides used for peach leaf curl 
Although weakened limbs and trees 
may be injured by the oil sprays, 
there was no evidence of this in 1947 

Although the dormant treatments 
are considered best, Dr. Wheeler 
stated, there are summer treatments 
which may be used in emergencies

INSECTICIDE SUPPLY 
OUTLOOK IS GOOD. 


Raw materials for the manufacture 
of practically all insecticides and 
fungicides are available in quantities 
to meet the needs for the 1948 sea 
son, according to a survey reported 
in the New York Journal of Com 
merce. 

The insecticides and fungicides in 
dustry has the capacity and facilities 
for producing, marketing and dis 
tributing most of the materials that 
will be required. 

However, there has been unusual 
delay on the part of those who use 
insecticides in indicating through 
purchase the type of material they 
propose to use. This has been due in 
part to uncertainty about some of the 
newer materials. 

This delay has complicated the 
field supply situation considerably 
The supply of many of the more im 
portant insecticides and fungicides 
now available at appropr‘ate distri 
bution centers and in the hands of 
the users is well below normal use 
pattern. 

The slowness in procuring and 
stocking supplies may have a serious 
effect on the availability of materials 
in the field at the time they are 
needed. 

Those who plan to use insecticides 
and fungicides should take steps in 
the immediate future to assure that 
the quantities they estimate will be 
required will be on hand or locally 
available when needed, either by pur 
chasing now or making firm arrange 
ments with their immediate suppliers, 
it was pointed out in trade circles 

The supply of nicotine compounds 
will continue below the demand and 
need. This situation, however, is 
somewhat more favorable than it was 
for the 1947 season. This is due part 
ly to slight improvement in produc 
tion and partly to use of other mate 
rials for the control of some insects 
easily controlled by nicotine com 
pounds 

Pyrethrum will be available in ade- 
quate quantities to meet the needs 
for 1948. Rotenone insecticides are 
now in plentiful supply. 

The rotenone insecticides available 
for use during the current crop sea- 
son will for all practical purposes be 
restricted to inventories already in 
this country, since further imports 
would arrive too late for use during 
the period of greatest need. This may 
result in inadequate supply during 
the latter part of the treating season. 

The supply of arsenicals, particu- 
larly lead arsenate and calcium ar- 
senate, probably will be sufficient to 
meet the needs in 1948. The newer

ipplied to dead and dying elm wood 
to prevent infestation or to destroy 
beetles already in the wood. Ap 
emulsion containing two per cent of 
DDT, properly applied, will kill the 
adult beetles before they can mak 
feeding injuries that might serve 
infection courts. In emulsions th 
DDT is dissolved in a solvent, and 
an emulsifying agent is added. Ther 
this is put in water, and a milky-ap 
pearing emulsion is formed 

On elms in dormant condition 
DDT may be applied as a two per 
cent emulsion in spring before the 
buds burst. This may be followed 
by a one per cent emulsion properly 
applied about July 15. The spray car 
be applied with ordinary high-pres 
sure spray apparatus of sufficient 
power to carry the spray to the tree 
tops 

At the recent conference on Dutch 
elm disease research programs and 
results sponsored by the New Jersey 
department of agriculture it was gen 
erally agreed, however, that there is 
not yet sufficient information to justi 
fy unqualified recommendations for 
the use of DDT as a control measure 
It was felt that leaf feeders. such as 
elm leaf beetles and their larvae, 
cankerworms, gypsy moth larvae and 
Japanese beetles, can be controlled 
with small amounts of DDT applied 
just before feeding starts. When ap 
plied according to directions for con 
trolling leaf-eating insects, commer 
cial products containing DDT should 
be satisfactory. Both hydraulic spray 
ers and mist blowers have been 
found effective in applying DDT. Of 
ourse, lead arsenate will also control 
all elm leaf eaters 

The conference also reported that 
DDT dissolved in light fuel oil (No 
2) at the rate of one pound to twelve 
ind one-half gallons to make a one 
per cent solution will kill bark beetles 
coming to cut or broken elm wood 
to lay eggs and will kill beetles emerg 
ing from material already infested 

During the past year considerable 
time and effort have been spent in 
New Jersey in further analysis of the 
factors which are involved in the 
spraying of elm trees for bark beetle 
control. It has been found that the 
ippearance of a mist at the top of the 
tree is no indication that the delivery 
is sufficiently heavy to result in the 
deposition of DDT adequate for elm 
bark beetle control. The same state 
ment is made for illusions which 
occur during hydraulic spraying. The

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the summer of 1947 at the Connect: 
cut agricultural experiment station, 
New Haven, confirmed earlier results 
showing that the Dutch elm disease 1s 
definitely retarded by applications of 
oxyquinoline benzoate made chemo- 
therapeutically, according to Dr 
A. E. Dimond, plant pathologist, who 
is in charge of the project. While the 
chemotherapeutic method has not yet 
resulted in many cases in curing the 
disease, it has prolonged the life of 
diseased trees substantially 

Several methods of applying the 
oxyquinoline benzoate were tested 
and it was found that putting the 
material beneath the surface of the 
ground under pressure was most cf 
fective. The apparatus used for this 
purpose is an ordinary spray pump 
equipped with a T-shaped nozzle, the 
end of which is inserted about twenty 
inches below the ground surface. Ap 
proximately two months after treat 
ment experimental trees treated with 
the subsurface pressure method 
showed only six per cent diseased 
crowns. Oxyquinoline benzoate 
should be applied at least twice a 
year, and its effect begins to wear off 
after ninety days. Work conducted 
on timing of treatments showed that 
materials put on between May 1 and 
June 15 markedly slowed down 
symptoms of the Dutch elm disease 
Applications during late July and 
August tended to prevent winter dic 
back of limbs, typical of the disease 
Early spring treatments were almost 
completely without effect 


Pruning and Other Measures. 


Pruning only the parts infested by 
bark beetles will not, for the ordinary 
case of Dutch elm disease, mean re 
moval of all wood invaded by the 
fungus causing the disease. However. 
after being pruned, such trees should 
have approximately the same chances 
of recovery as infected trees not at 
tacked by the beetles. All recently 
dead material should be pruned from 
elms before May 1 

Because of possible root connec 
tions, all elms within twenty-five fect 
of a diseased tree should be watched 
carefully for several years after its 
removal. The fungus usually sur 
vives for several years in the infected 
but overgrown annual ring, and there 
is evidence that an opportunity for 
the host to recover comes about only 
because the fungus does not readily 
grow through dense layers of living 
wood, 

Above all, it is important to avoid 
piling elm wood which has not been 
disinfected in the open, since such 
piles of wood are the chief incubation 
center of the fungus and the bark 
beetles.

The inoculation of the Dutch elm 
disease is effected by the feetling on 
twigs of living élms by adults of th 
European elm’ bark’ beetle, according 
to D. E.’ Parker and B. H. Wilford, 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture bureau of entomology 
and plant quarantine, it was reported 
in the agricultural news-letter issued 
by E. I. Du Pont de Nemours & Co., 
Inc., for January and February, 1948

These 
heetles, some of which may be carry 
ing the disease organism, develop 
broods in dead or decadent elms 
This may establish reservoirs of the 
fungus that lives as a saprophyte, an 
organism living on dead or decaying 
matter, in elm wood several years be 
fore any growing trees show symp 
toms of the disease. 

Any program of control must be 
designed to protect trees from being 
fed upon by the beetles and to pre 
vent the development of populations 
of beetles in decadent wood 

Further spread of the Dutch elm 
disease, first discovered in this coun 
try in Ohio in 1930 and in more re 
cent years in New England, can be 
greatly reduced by the use of DDT 
to kill the bark beetles that carry the 
destructive organism causing the ail 
ment. 

Research workers have found that 
the living trees, properly sprayed, 
can be protected from the attacks of 
the beetles. They also recommend the 
use of DDT on dead or dying elm 
wood to prevent infestation, or to 
destroy beetles already in the wood 
In cases where it is desirable to save 
the wood for fuel purposes this is 
essential. 

Seriousness of the disease in some 
areas is indicated by the following 
figures for Massachusetts: The first 
case was identified in 1941. Six more 
were discovered in 1942; four in 
1943: thirty-two in 1944: forty-two 
in 1945; 296 in 1946, and 630 by 
the end of October, 1947. Even 
heavier infestations have been found 
in Connecticut, New Jersey and New 
York 

It was not until DDT becam« 
available that there appeared to be 
any hope of using insecticides to pro 
tect living elm trees from inoculation 
by the bark beetles, according to Mr 
Parker and Mr. Wilford 

Research during the past

wood to prevent the emergence of 
beetles. 

The United States Department of 
Agriculture bureau of entomology 
and plant quarantine recommends 
prompt removal and burning of all 
cut elm wood, whether killed by the 
disease or not, unless it is sprayed 
with DDT. Before May 1 prune and 
burn all recently dead material from 
elms. Do not pile unsprayed elm 
wood in the open during the summer, 
and do not permit dumping of un 
sprayed elm wood with bark in city 
dumps, which are common sources 
of disease outbreaks. Do not trans- 
port elm wood with the bark attached. 
In all contracts involving the cutting 
of elm trees, require the burning or 
other satisfactory disposal of all elm 
wood removed Spray elms to con 
trol leaf-eating insects. Keep elms as 
healthy as possible, and enlist the 
support of all municipal departments 
as well as civic groups and public 
utilities in the detection and removal 
of diseased and dead elms. 





NEW CHEMICALS MAKE 
MACHINES OBSOLETE. 


As a result of recent chemical de 
velopments, much of the pest control 
application machinery has become 
obsolete, but replacement equipment 
is not readily available, according to 
a talk presented February 8 at the 
thirty-seventh Farm and Home week 
meeting at Ithaca, N. Y., by Prof. 
O. C. French, head of the agricultural 
engineering department, Cornell 
University, and reported in the New 
York Journal of Commerce. 

“It is up to all of us to design com 
plete pest control methods that in 
clude chemicals, equipment and ap 
plication techniques,” he stated 

The demand for laborsaving equip- 
ment has brought forth the automatic 
or one-man sprayers. Larger opera 
tions have widely accepted the speed 
sprayer, but an objection is exces- 
sive weight, 

Citing the great expansion in the 
use of aircraft for pest control, he 
said that the application of dusts for 
disease and insect control has been 
much more successful on field crops 
than on trees. He indicated that the 
heliocopter has many possibilities 
that may overcome the limitations of 
the fixed wing. 

With regard to flame cultivation 
in field crops, Professor French said, 
“I fail to see where it can compete 
with mechanical cultivation unless it 
can eliminate hand weeding. Flame 
cultivation offers some advantages on 
certain row crops. For home gardens, 
it does offer a great deal of promise 
in saving labor.”
